(a) glycoconjugates of both Type 5 and Type 8 polysaccharide antigens of S. aureus-, 

(b) a glycoconjugate of a n e gativ e ly charg e d Staphylococcal polysaccharid e antig e n that 

compris e s j3 link e d hoxoGaminc as a major carbohydrat e compon e nt and contains no O acetyl groups, 

— (c) a glycoconjugate of Staphylococcal glycopeptide antig e n that compris e s amino acids and 

a N ac e tylat e d h e xosamino in an a configuration, that contains no O ac e tyl groups, and that contains 
no h e xos e , 

(d) a glycoconjugat e of an aoidio Staphylococcal polysaccharid e antigen that is obtain e d 

from an isolat e of & cpidcrmidis that agglutinates antisora to ATCC 55251, 

(c) a glycoconjugat e of an E. faccalis antig e n that compris e s 2 ao e tamido 2 dooxy glucos e 

and rhamnos e in a 1 :2 molar ratio, 

(f) a glycoconjugate of an E. faccalis antig e n that comprises a trisacoharide r e peat which 

comprises a 6 d e oxy sugar, 

(g) a glycoconjugate of an E.faccium antigen that compris e s 2 ao e tamido 2 d e oxy galactos e 

and galactos e in a 2:1 molar ration, 

(h) a glycoconjugate of an E. faccium antigen that r e acts with antibodi e s to ATCC 202016, 

OF 

(i) a glycoconjugate of an E.faccium antigen that reacts with antibodies to ATCC 202017 .

14. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 1 , wherein said immune- 
compromised human is selected from the group consisting of end stage renal disease (ESRD) 
patients a t cancer patients on immunosuppressive therapy, AIDS pati e nts , diabetic patients, n e onates , 
the elderly in extended care facilities, patients with autoimmune dis e ase on immunosuppr e ssiv e 
th e rapy , transplant patients, patients with invasive surgical procedures, burn patients and other 
patients in acute care settings. 

15. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein said immune-compromised 
human suffers from end stage renal disease. 

16. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein said immune-compromised 
human is a neonate. 

17. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein said immunocarrier is diphtheria 
toxoid, tetanus toxoid, recombinantly produced, genetically detoxified variants thereof or a 
recombinantly-produced, non-toxic-mutant of Pseudomonas aeruginosa exotoxin A or 
Staphylococcal exotoxin or toxoid. 

18. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein said vaccine additionally 
comprises an adjuvant or immuostimulant. 
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19. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein said vaccine additionally 
comprises a /3-glucan or granulocyte colony stimulating factor. 
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
